The year under review has really dif- 
fered Hut little from the years immedi- 
ately preceding. Political — troubles, 
strikes and bandits have all done their 
bit in keeping people impoverished and 
their buying powers at s minimum. It 
is true that the Province of ‘Kwangsi has 
been more immune from any of these 
than during recent

They: made large 
Jnans of money to military officials, at 
high ‘ratds of interests, and so cause 
us to fight and kill one another, “All 
our railroads and mines are ia their 
hands, mortgaged to them for these 
Joans, so they have our wealth, Still. 
worse, they come here”to. preach their 
Spee and. while theit"faces 
all smiles, a sword is in their ton 
Their wards are Eke, honey, ‘but v h 
don poison injures us. Beware of them 
“allt They put up chapels and open 
schools, seducing us Chinese inte these’ 
places ‘to ‘worship’ there, or study 
their foreign tongues, tad, later to go 
off to their” Tand, ‘Tn this way they 
enslave ust Beware! Then they have 
Axgociations (YMCA. 
Kinds. of places are. these f They in- 
dice us to go out and frolic, taasve free 
epictnres, and to plas at football, and 
reat with ‘auch words as ‘Le-az’ (yes), 
and ‘noe! (no), These are just like the 
trap-birds of ‘the Red Light district 
of Shanghai, who only lure you to 
‘your doom with fine appearances!

These student strikes in China reveal 
the startling” changes., which have come 
over the youth of this Jand. In no other 
country was.u teacher so highly esteemed 
and Yenerated as in ‘China, and the 
break with tradition which has followed 
the introduction of Western ‘educational 
systems must be viewed with hame and 
horror by the older generation. ‘We 
can all xympathise with the youthful 
minds turning to thee new thoughts of 
the day, and we can sympathise ‘with 
their questioning of existing institutions. 
“That is the privilege of youth. . In time, 
if they give themselves the chance, they 
will learn to attempt, reforms, not by 
violent: upheavals. but by smooth changes 
and easy replacements. Iu a word, they 
wifl learn as the universi stem bas 
proved .in Europe that practically . full 
powery for tutors are necessary. Un. 
doubtedly sludenta more than other class 
jn the country have responded to the 
pernicious doctrines prewched - by 
flolshevist propagandists throughout: the 
cities of China: and college authorities 
should not. be blamed for taking what 
ever steps may be deemed necessary to 
counteract Bolshevist tendenties- :

It is significant that when the robbers 
levelled their guns, they cried out to the 
Chinese passengers not to worry. OWe 
are after tne foreigners,’’ they repeated. |

,one of the men had a hand grenade which 
he was at’ great pains to exhibit. He 
held this up threatevingly, and motioned 
as if to throw “it when the soldiers left 
the carriage. . 

He thought better of this," however,

no attempt was made to rob any of the 
other cnrringes. It is ironical that one of 
the carriages was full of soldiers from 
the Loyal’ Regiment who‘ were returning 
from Peking.

The effect upon one of the’ production 
wag of wonder that such a piece of work 
could have heen performed and staged 
here at’all {t would need many columns 
to do anything like full justice to the 
producer and to allsthose who so ably 
helped him and the enthusiastic audience 
shawed quite unmistakably what they felt 
about it all, Outstanding was: the per- 
formance of Joan wy Mrs. Beale. She 
seemed to grow as’ the play unfolded, and 
from the simple country jaspired with 
a message of freedom for-her aative land 
we saw her become a wondrous being. 
until in the epilogue she was too mucl 
for any of us on this earth. The inter- 
pretation of such a part will always be 
remarkable for any actress and we cou- 
wider that Mrs. Beale is one of the few 
who coutd have conceived nnd carried ont 
the. part just ‘as the nnthor intended— 
reconciling the obvious dificulties, and 
preserving a balanced and. understand. 
able whole. Hongkong’ may indeed be 
proud to possess: onc who has .so -de- 
yotedly studied her part so that she was 


able to- carry her audience, with her 


throughout. Among the other charactars 
I would plump heartily for Dunois. ‘ His’ 
range and clarity of*voice put him quite 
by himself, and this is high praise where 
so much talent was displayed. To listen 
to him, however, was always a pure 
delight—nod in this respect Shaw is not 
always very merciful, for he does not 
seruple to give long speeches which are 
apt to become wéarisome. however elo- 
quent they may be ‘to read, if they are 
not spoken with a voice which will occa- 
sionally alter its tone and pitch.
